Devil, Gc. and then order'd the Corporal 


to put him in Irons. 
Compaſs was about eighteen Yearsof Age, 

had a handſome Face, but ſhap'd ſomething 

like his Father ; he had very good natural 


Parts, which want of Education render'd 


uſeleſs; and having been always bred under 


his Father, who was too fond of him, he 
ſeem d to be a Chip of the old Block. The 


old Gentleman had lo great an Opinion of 
his Diſcretion that he generally follow'd his 


Inſtruction, ſo that the Son was Commander 


in Chief, and Fuſtian only acted under him, 
and indeed he was in ſome Meaſure oblig'd

ſions of Fruteſius he had certainly beat her. 
But he order d her to her Cabbin, and told 
her if ſhe deſign' d to ſee England, the had

© our Vicar, for all he's a Scholard : His 
Maid call'd them into the Houſe to tell 
her Fortune, and made them eat and 
drink; but in requital one of them {lipt 
up Stairs, and ſtole the Sheets off from 
© her Bed. I ſuppoſe you paſs for Queen 
© amongſt them, but we'll take care of your 
© Queenſhip. You ſhall have a taſte of the 
© Whipping-Poſt before you go, and glad if 
© you come off ſo. And away they hur- 
ried them towards Rocheſter, in order to
